That ia tho conclusion arrived at by Dr 
‘Bernard Hollander, the eminent brain and 
nerve apocialiat, who recently read 8 paper 
on ‘* Woman, her brain, mental capacity, 
and character,” to the London Ehological 

Society. 

Although woman's brains wore amaller- 
than mon’s that did not (sald De Hollan 
der) make women inferior to man in: 
intellect, When her intellect was develop 
ed by cducstion, ond she oxelted her 
powers to the utmost, sho could equal and 
even exco] man. tg at 

Tho smallor size of women's braing mere- 
Jy meant that thoy had loss force, less 
energy, and less animal passion than men. 
Their more complicated nervous systom 
made them more emotional than mov, more 
readily roused to joy and sorrow, more 
intenso in their grief. 

Tho emotional side of tho nature of many 
women was boing put into the background 
by the incroasod dovelopment of their 
reason ang g¢lf-control, and by their living 
an outdoor life. Thoy wert, for instance, 
0 o sox, less aubject to hyateria thad their 
groat-grandmothors used to be. 

Tho dangor waa that women should starve 
thoir hearts by nourishing their intellects 
too much, and 8o become incapable of tove. 
It women did not love, thoy could not 
expoct men to love them. The marriage 
xate would go on declining, and women 
ould have a worsu and worso outlook, 

Marriage and domesticity would afwaye 
be to most-womon their chief hope and aim | 
fn lifo, But the women whom men wonted 
for wives wore restful, happy women, and 
the over-cultured women was noither happy 
nor reatful, 

*'Bo womanly... Avoid too much mental 
exertion, Let your emotions develop frecly. 
Don't starve your hearts.” That wae the 
gist of Dr Hollander’s advice.

Women, as 6 rule, are good conversa- 
tionaliats,, Men will talk if you give them 
asubject, Women can talk for hours upon 
nothing. . * 

‘Vanity is greater in woman, conceit 
greater in man, * 

A woman is seldom generous to her 
enomies.” 

In times of trouble no amount of work 
can make a woman ill. 

Man loves. power, woman loves admira- 
tion, A man respects, 4 woman adores. 

‘Aman’slove is ina hurry, Ho rushes 
through all tho stages of emotion as if he 
wanted to havo done with them. Woman 
wants to linger on each stop. 

The man who is really in love will alory 
in submitting to the commande of the 
womat: he loves, and will be as patient as 
a big dog with children.
